A period of five clear days, to date from the notification, on the spot, of the ~ 
resent decision, is accorded to the Russian ships which happened to be in the ports of the 
a a on the 44th April 1877, in ordgr to leave the Ottoman waters. With this view a safe 

conduct shall be given to them, on application, by the Customs authorities to enable them 
to proceed te the nearest Russian or neutral port, without however authorizing them to 
pass through the straits from the Mediterranean into the Black Sea, or vice versd. 

Ar. 2. The Ottoman Government declares its intention of observing the rules of 
maritime law laid down m the declaration signed in Paris on the 16th of April 1856, and 
according to which— 

Privateering is and remains abolished. 

2. The neutral flag covers enemy’s goods, with the exception of contraband of war. 

8. Neutral goods, with the exception of contraband of war, are not liable to capture 
under enemy’s flag. : 

4. Blockades in order to be binding must be effective, that is to say, maintained by a 
force sufficient really to prevent access to the coast of the enemy. 

Ant. 8.. In order to stop contraband of war the Ottoman Government will exercise 
the right of visit on-the high seas as well as in Ottoman waters, and during the passage 

’ through the straits of neutral ships bound for a Russian port or for a part of the coast 
occupied by the enemy, or even, in case of suspicion, for an Ottoman or neutral port. 

Art. 4, The meastres consequent on this decision shall immediately come into 
effect. It shall be notified to all persons interested by an official communication, addressed 
to the foreign representatives resident at Constantinople, by publication in the official 
journal of the Empire by telegram sent to the capitals of the vilayets.

Instructions given to His Excellency the Serdar Ekrem. 


P 45th April 1877. 

The Danube being considered a line of defence, the rules relating to the commerce of 
neutrals at sea cannot be applied to it. Consequently, the commander of the forces is at 
liberty to take such measures as he may think expedient for military operations. He has 
especially the right of stopping navigation, of defaining and requisitioning ships, subject to 
an idemnity, of ebliging them to leave the ports, of assigning to them ports of refuge, all 
under the severest penalties, such as the confiscation of the ship and cargo, and, if necessary, 
by the application to them of the regulations relating to spies. He is, in short, authorized 
to issue on this point such proclamations as he may deem necessary, provided that the 
measures which he may take’ are really dictated by the necessities of war, and also provided 
that, in case of confiscation, he shall refer the matter to a Special Council, which shall be 
appointed beforehand, and, whose duty it will be to give sentence as far as possible in 
due form. - 

As regards ships which shall have been detained before the formal proclamation of these 
measures, and which consequently cannot be considered to have infringed the orders of the 
Ottomar commander, their cargoes cannot be confiscated, for if they belong to Ottoman,or 
neutral subjects they, have incurred no penalty. If they belong to Russian subjects, since 
the Government has not admitted the right of embargo or the confiscation of the goods of 
Russian subjects in general, this measure should not be exceptionally applied to those whigh 
happen to be on the Danube. . 

The Government is under no ciyeumstances responsible for the losses which the ship- 
pers, the proprietors of cargoes or other interested parties may incur, from the fact that the 
ship has fae revented from continuing its voyage, this being the result of the necessities 
of war, and of be dangers to which the ship and crew would be exposed by an infringement 
of these rules. ; 

- In every case contraband of war is liable to seizure, and involves the confiscation of 
the ship and all the cargo. . 
The Tribunal charged to pronounce judgment will decide whether or not there is con- 


traband of war. 
Appeals against the judgments of the Tribunal in question will not have the effect of

Tus Government of India having approved of the adoption on the Hooghly light-vessels 
of the Admiralty system of riding lights, it is hereby notified for general information that the 
following regulations have been established respecting the Hooghly light-vessels, and will 
come into force from the 1st August 1877 :— 


1. A white light, ordinary ship’s lantern, will be exhibited from the forestay of each 
light-vessel, at a height of six feet above the rail, for the purpose of showing in which direc- 
tion the vessel is riding when at her station. 

2. When a light-vessel is driven from her proper position to one ‘vhere she is of no 
use as a guide to shipping, the following signals will be made, viz. 

8. The usual lights will not be exhibited, but a fixed red light will be exhibited at each 
end of the vessel, and a red flare light shown every quarter of an hour. By day the balls 
or other distinguishing regres will be struck, 

4. If from any cause the t-vessel be unable to exhibit all her usual lights whilst at 
her station, the riding light will be shown, and such portion of her usual lights as may be 
possible to exhibit. 

5. The firing of special rockets of an explosive character from a light-vessel will denote 
the need of assistance from the shore.

The following translation of a notification issued on the 24th of April by the Governor 
of Odessa has been received from Her Majesty’s Consul-General at Odessa :—. 


NOTIOE. 
In consequence of the laying of mines from noon on the }$th April, the entering and 
the leaving the port of Odessa will only be allowed on the following conditions : 
A ship arriving must stop opposite Middle Fountain, where she will be met by 
Russian officers with crews, who will také command of the ship, having previously ascertained 


that the ship’s papers are in order. 
2. The master gives an undertaking for himself personally, and likewise for the crew 


and passengers, stating that until they enter the port none of them will be*tn deck, nor 
follow the course of the ship through the ports or port-holes. - . 

3. A similar undertaking will be taken from the masters of vessels leaving the port. 

4. In case of men-of-war cruisers appearing in points of the Bay of Odessa whence 
they could observe the piloting out of ships, the Russian authorities will require them to 
withdraw for a certain time to a sufficient distance, in order that the vessels may be piloted 
out; and until they fulfil this request, unforeseen by international marine law, but 
indispensably called tor by the newest conditions of war with mines, no foreign ship will be 


allowed to leave the port. 


The following telegram has been received from Her Majesty’s Ambassador at Constan- " 
tinople, dated April 28, 1877 :— ‘ 

I have just received following notice from the Porte :— 

First. The Dardanelles and Bosphorus are closed both for entrance and exit to all 
steamers and sailing ships without exception during the night, that is, from sunset to é 


sunrise. . 

The light-houses in these Straits, with the exception of the two great light- 


houses at the entrance to the Bosphorus, in ,the Black Sea, and the two light-houses 

of Sedal Bahr and Kéln Kaleh, on the Dardanelles, will be extinguished.

The 29th June 1877.—The following bye-laws, framed by the Municipal Commissioners 
of Rungpore at a meeting under Section 313 of Act V (B.C.), 1876, having been confirmed 
by the Lieutenant-Governor under Section 314 thereof, are hereby published for general 


information :— 
For Regulating the Time and Mode of Collecting Taxes. 


1. Every officer authorized to collect taxes of any kind and grant receipts shall be 
provided with a certificate of such authority bearing the seal of the Municipality and signa- 
ture of the Chairman, Every collecting officer at the time of demanding or receiving pay- 
ment shall be bound to show this certificate if required. On the suspension or dismissal 
of a collecting officer, the Vice-Chairman shall take back his certificate, and so destroy it that 
no future use cau be made of it by any one. 

2. Every person required in writing to furnish any schedule or return which the 
Commissioners may lawfully require him to furnish shall send such schedule or return to 
the office of the Commissioners within one week from the date of the service of the requisi- 
tion, in the manner described in section 367 of the Act. Any person failing to do so shall 
be liable to a penalty not exceeding Rs. 5 for the omission, and to a penalty not exceeding 
Rs. 2 for every day the omission shall, after warning, continue. Any person submitting 
a false or incorrect schedule or. return shall be liable to a penalty of Rs, 20: provided that 
nothing in this bye-law shall be held to prevent the institution of a eriminal prosecution 
under the Penal Code should the facts appear to warrant such a ree .

I nave the honor to forward herewith in duplicate a detailed account of receipts and 
expenditure of the District Road Fund for the cess year ending: 30th September 1876, and 
also to submit the following report on the works done by the District Road Committee 
during that year and those proposed to be undertaken during the current year 1876-77, in 
conformity with the instructions contained in Government circular No. 50, of the 28rd July 
1873. * 

2. The year opened with a large balance of Rs. 49,464-11-2, in consequence of the cost 
of the dredger not being finally adjusted in the Executive Engineer’s accounts during the 
preceding year, and the receipts of the year come to Rs. 89,927-1-10, the details of which are 
given in Part II-of the annual account, making a total of Rs. 1,39,391-13-0 as the available 
-funds of this district for the year. The total expenditure on works, establishment, tools 
and plant, &c., including also the moiety cost of the dredger, amounted to Rs. 83,354-2-8, 
leaving a balance of Rs. 56,037-10-4 at the close of the year, Of the total outlay more than 
two-thirds, viz, Rs. 57,728-18-7, were spent through the Department Public Works. 

The main feature of the year under review is the absence of large original works, 
owing, in the first. place, to the delay in the submission of the very detailed plans of the 
Goalundo road, the original works determined on which were required by Government ; and 
in the next, to delay in any order being passed on these plans when sent up. The work is 
still not begun in consequence of sanction not having yet arrived, though reminders have 
been sent on the subject and the working season is half over. 

4. The item of Rs. 7,681-4-10 entered against original works in the expenditure side 
of Part II of the annual account was expended in petty workg executed by the Central and 
ranch Committees out of the allotment of Rs. 2,000, given to each of these Committees for 
petty village works within their respective jurisdictions, in survey operations, and in paying 
tor works done last year. :

The bridge will be 
put up during the present cold weather. 

(5) he section of the Goalundo road between Shealo and Manickgunge, a 
distatice of 15} miles, has been repaired at an outlay of Rs. 3,738-6.9, 
including cost of planting young trees and pay of chowkeydars for nursing 
them and preyenting cattle trespass on the road. The road was open to 
traffic all the year round. ‘ 

(6) The metal in the Naraingunge road, which is the only metalled road in the 

district, has been repaired in places where it was found necessary, and the 

bamboo piling on the fifth mile has also been put into fair order. The total 
expenditure incurred on it is Rs. 947-15-8, including the cost of measuring 
the road from tbe sudder ghft with a view to removing and reposting the 
mile-posts. During the last flood a portion of the south parapet wall, 
together with the south-west wing of the bridge at Pagla, have fallen down, 
and also the arch of the bridge on the sixth mile has very badly cracked, in 
consequence of which a portion of the parapet wall has been dismantled. 

These bridges will have to be repaired during this year. 

(7) The road from Dacca to Toke, commonly called the Mymensingh road 
(52 miles), has been cleared of jungles. and repaired, five wooden bridges on 
the line have been put into working order, and the arch of a pucca bridge, 
which was found in an unsafe condition, has also been dismantled and 
rebuilt. The total expenditure incurred is Rs. 1,997-6-6. The original 
contractor failed to do the work, and it was put in the hands of a second 
man, who has finished the work. After the annual repairs were done, the 
part between Toonghy and the turn leading to Joydebpore was found in bad 
order, chiefly owing to* holes caused by white-ant hills falling in, which 
appeared during the rains, and the sub-overseer was directed to put it into 
order, which has since beer done. The whole has been done within the 
estimate, ’ 

(8) A sum of Rs. 2,726-11-0 was expended for the repairs of the Moonshigunge- 
‘Sreenugger road as far as Singpara. Out of this Rs. 1,370-3-0 was spent in 
earthwork, Rs. 150 in jungle-clearing, Rs. 626-11-0 in wooden bridges, and 
Rs. 577-15-0 in bamboo bridges, the remaining Rs, 1-14-0 being on account 
of cooly hire for collecting posts, planks, &c., lying on’this road in secure 
places. The road is in a fair state of repairs, and passable throughout the 
year up to Singpara. A bridge on the Jonshar branch road has also been 
repaired at a cost of Rs, 340. 

(9) Ordinary annual repairs were effected to the Kolatya road (nine miles), and 
temporary bamboo bridges erected thereon ata total cost of Rs. 307-6-9. 


, (10) Petty village works have also been executed by the Central Committee and

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8. The main expense of the Committee this year has again been the dredger, on 
which a sum of Rs. 53,177-0-6 has been expended, of which Re. 3.567-14-6 is pe 
Rs. 8)836-11-5 for stores, repairs, &c., and Rs. 40,772-6-7 for moiety cost of the vessel. 
This last named item is explained fully below. 

9. Frdém the accounts formerly received from the Examiner of Ppblic Works Accounts 
the Committee were under the impression that the total cost of the dredger will not 
exceed Ks. 70,000, and they therefore om to the credit of the Department of Public Works 
during the preceding year 1874-75 Rs. 35,000 as their half share of the expense of the 
vessel, but this amount was not finally charged in the Executive Engineer’s accounts during 
that year. In the accounts received from the Examiner of Public Works Accounts the 
total cost of the dredger, including the two mud barges, has been shown to be Rs. 81,544-13-2, 
and consequently a further sum of*)Rs. 5,772-6-7, in addition to Rs, 35,000 already paid 
by the Committee, has been charged by the Executive Engineer in his accounts for this 
year. Government, however, refused to pay half the cost of the dredger, and a farther sum 
of Rs. 1,404-8-0 is therefgre due by the Committee, and will be paid. 

10, The dredger has arrived here, but it has not as yet been worked, as the buckets 
drop the mud inside the well instead of throwing it out through the shoot. This will be 

ut into order as soon as possible. The earth dredged here is either clay or sand, and 
th these adhere much more to the bucket than the ooze, which is usually dredged at 
home. I understand that the dredgers in the Hooghly experience exactly the same 
difficulty, and had this been provided for in the specification, this working season would not 
have been lost. If any other Committee gets out a dredger, this point should be insisted on. 

11. During the whole year the repair works have been managed by the Committee 
themselves through a sub-overseer acting under their immediate orders, with the exception 
of the Goalundo and Naraingange roads, which two, being very important, were left in the 
charge of the Department of Public Works. The repairs on them as well as the rest of the 
works have been managed by the Committee’s own establishment, consisting of two overseers 
and temporary surveyors under the supérvision of the Executive Engineer. 

12. The particulars required in raph 10 of the Government Resolution, No. 1286, 
dated 13th March 1876, in regard to the meetings of the Central and the Branch Committees 
for the first cess year 1875-76, are exhibited in the statement appended herewith. 

18. Works proposed to be undertaken during the current year 1876-77 :— 

(1) Repairs to the road from Manickgunge to Shealo. The repairs to consist of 
surface repairs to the whole distance, earthwork in slope, repairs in places 
in the first three miles, dressing and turfing the above, and petty repairs to 
bunds, and bamboo piling at the end of the road at Shealo, and to bridges. 
Outlay sanctioned as per budget estimate is Rs. 1,300. 

(2) Repairs to Naraingunge road, including metalling parts of the 3rd and 6th 
and the whole ofthe 7th mile,and also to bridges and bamboo spurs at Pagla, 
for which Rs. 8,000 have been sanctioned. 

(3) Surface repairs to the road from Dacca to Toke, and to bridges situated on 
the line, including jungle-cutting to a breadth of 15 feet on each side from 
the centre of the road. Outlay passed for this is Rs. 2,372. 

(4) Petty repairs to be done to the Bydebazar road, and a bridge on the line to 
be heightened, for which Rs. 2,500 have been sanctioned. _ 

(5) Annual repairs to be effected to the Moonshigunge-Sreenugger road as far 
as Singpara, and bamboo bridges constructed thereon. The amount sanc- 
tioned is Rs. 2,355. . 

(6) The Kolatya road to be repaired, and wooden bridges in place of the present 
bamboo bridges erected thereon. Amount sanctioned, Rs. 1,200. 

(7) The road from Palamgunge to Moniat, as well as from Palamgunge to 
Solengs to be put into order, for which Rs. 666 have been passed.

In reply to your memorandum No. 521C., I have the honor to submit the following 
report concerning what has been done in the way of roads since the last regular report. A 
few general remarks are given about village roads. They are small works, and it is 
not easy to describe them intelligibly otherwise. In Goalundo thanadaree two works 
have been done, viz. (1) chur Pallunda village road, which gives a short cnt from the Kata- 
khal to the new station road. It is about 900 feet long, and its repair was done for Rs. 75. 
(2) Fooltollah Jane, which cost Rs. 100. It is about half a mile long, and gives access 
to Fooltollah bazar and to people living in the villagés north of that place. In Belgachi 
thanadaree the Rupsa bunds have been repaired at a cost of Rs. 100, and two khalls (Furreed- 
pore and Senghia khalls) have been dammed up to afford communication among villages on 
the left bank of the Chandna. They should also be of use in preventing the sudden flooding 
of those extensive rice lands to the east of the Chandna river. A village road ecusting 
Rs. 100 has also been made through Eliskol and other villages opposite Haliakundi. 

In Pungsa thanadaree some portion of Jashae village road has been done, the roads 
leading into Pangsha bazar have been repaired ata cost of Rs. 25, and a road repaired 
through Baliakundi village at a cost of Rs. 50. The above have all been marked on the 
map recently returned to you. For several months a road sirear has been employed ; his pay 
is Ks, 80 a month, and is met from the allotment for village roads. 

2. Of district roads, [ may venture to say good work has beendone. Close to Goalundo 
are the new station road, rather more than a mile in length and 20 feet wide; also the 
Panchas Hazari road, running from the thana road to the new railway embankment, about 
4,600 feet long and 16 feet wide. Both are now found very useful. The one cost Rs. 2,100, 
the other about Ks. 1,300; but there are some extras in the way of compensation for crops 
and acquisition of land. 

8. The Hamdampore-road, from Belgachi thana to the Pattani road, was finally com- 
pleted and paid for. The Pattani road was partially repaired from the Marra Pudda to Fool- 
tollah bazar at a cost of Rs. 125. 

4, It has been decided to make roads through Baniboho and other villages to fall into 
the Rajbari feeder road at Sarjankanda. About two miles of road in separate parts have 
been executed, viz., from Sarjankanda to the Marra Pudda, at a cust of Rs. 450, about three- 
quartere of a mile long and 16 feet wide, and from Kajibadbar to Faizghattakhal about a mile 
long and 16 feet wide, at a cost of Rs. 548. On these and the roads near Goalundo the 
Disirict Engineer’s completion certificate is alone wanted to allow of the accounts of the 
contractors being finally settled. f 

5. -In Pungsa thauadaree I believe the Pungsa-Furreedpore road has been to some 
extent repaired ; but this work has been managed from head-quarters, and I know nothing 
about it. 

6. As to village roads to be done during next year, there is a fine opening for works of 
this sort in setting to rights the numerous t s that run from the Pungsa-Furreed- 
pore road to the Chandua, In Belgachi thanadaree probably the only urgent work 
isa village road from Ramkanthapore to meet the Kajibadhar road. In Goalundo it will 
be advisable to continue the chur Pallunda village road to the Telegraph Office and Furreed-. 

re road. The repair and improvement of Boalia village road, on the bank of the Chandna, 
+ is another work that might be done with advantage to numerous villages on the right bank 
of the Chandna. 

7. Of new works, the following appear desirable and likely to be taken up:—A short 
extension of the Panchas-Hazari southwards ; the heightening of the Fu re road 
southwards for about a mile south of the new railway line; the completion df roads 

- through Kajibadhar, Mallibhara plain, and. Baniboho; the extension of the Hamdampore 
© — road northwards to Sripore and southwards to Bagheea ; the thorough repair of the Pattani 
road from the Marra Pudda to Fooltollah; a new road from Rajbari railway station 
Godhar bazar; a new road from Belgachi railway station to Khangang, and repairs of the 
‘Pattani road in that quatter for about two miles; a road from to Bheelehuttra, 

‘a road from Pungsa bazar to. Jasha. ‘The first of the above-named works will benefit*

The application has not been disposed of, pending inquiry as to the 
necessity of the work and its probable cost. 

. 5. The allotment made to the sub-division for the year 1876-77 have been communi- 
cated in the Chairman’s memorandum, No. 5860., dated 2nd September last. 

6. Of the original works sanctioned, the execution of the Andha beel khall was as nearly 
completed during the past year; the remaining portion will be completed also on as the 
water subsides. As requested in your No. 607C., of the 18th ultimo, the canoongoe has been 
directed to make an estimate an 1 : 5 

7. For the village roads only one application, as stated above, has come to hand ; but 
there will be several applications made, I believe, during the cold weather.

Wiru reference to letter No. 4952, dated the 24th September 1872, from the Secretary 
to the Government of Bengal, Public Works Department, I have the honor to submit here- 
with the annual account of receipts and expenditure of the Road Fund of this district for the 
cess year ending with the 30th Septemper 1876. I beg also to submit the following report 
on the administration of the Fund, as required in circular No. 50, of the 23rd July 1873, 
from the Government of Bengal in the Public Works Department. 

2. By orders of the Government of Bengal, published in the Calcutta Gazette of the 
7th. October 1474, the Road Oess Act came into operation in this district in November of that 
year ; but owing to the vast numbers of tenures and under-tenures which prevail here, the, 
valuation of the district has not yet been completed. As a consequence, no cess was, or could 
be, levied during the year under review. , 

8. Attheend of the year 1874-75.there was a balance in favour of the Fund of 
Rs, 5,258-13-8, and th of the yearamounted to Rs, 27,639-8-5. Thus the available fund 
for the year amounted to Rs, 32;893-6-1. This amount included the grant-in-aid of Rs. 10,000 
received from Government. Under orders of the Governmentof Bengal a grant of Rs. 20,000 
was originally mae to this district for local improvements, (vide notification, Government 
of Boned, Public Works Department, No. 864, dated 20th July 1875,) but by a subsequent

6.—Sudder sub-division.—Jhalokati road. Four bunds protegting the road were repaired ;

No. 1 and culvert No, 2 were repaired, and the culvert at the end of the road was finished. 
Expenditure, Rs. 701-12-8. 

7.—Amanatgunge road. The whole length of this road (two anda half miles) was 
repaired. One large wooden rustic bridge, of 80 feet in length, was repaired and culvert 
No. 4 was completed. The total cost on these works amounted to Rs. 926-2-1.
